Except where otherwise specified employment figures contained in this 

Bulletin are based on data obtained from the 1933 Census, the Civilian Register of 
1943, the Occupation Survey of 1945, Annual Censuses of Factory Production, and 
returns from Governmental Authorities, together with Monthly Pay-roll Tax returns 
lodged by employers (other than Commonwealth Government Authorities, religious and . 
benevolent institutions and public hospitals) paying more than £80 per week in 
wages (£20 per week prior to lst October, 1953). They should be interpreted in 
the light of the prefatory notes on page 1 hereof. 


The terms "Employment", "Number Employed", "Employees", and "Wage Earners" , 
used herein are synonymous with, and relate to, "wage and salary earners” on pay= 
rolls or "in employment" in the latter part of each month as distinct from numbers 
of employees actually working on a specific date. They include persons emploved , 
part—time.

The survey was instituted to provide an earlier indication of trend of 
private factory employment, month by month, than is available from any other source, 
and in fact the trends shown in employment in these larger private factories are 

‘broadly consonant with those shown in estimates of total private factory employment, 
derived from Pay-roll Tax Returns, for the periods for which comparisons are 
available. 


Figures published in Bulletins prior to March, 1953 related to 618 
«factories in New South Wales and 778 in Victoria. The survey has since been 
extended to other States and the movement of employment in 1055 factories in 
Queensland, South Australia and Western Australia is available from January, 1953 
onwards. Approximately half of the total private factory employment in each State 
in covered by the collection. :
